Local stores contributed numerous items of clothing 
and by Saturday afternoon the Bryant Family, who had 
lost all of their clothes, were in fairly good shape, Also 
food had been secured for distribution to both families

Among stores making major contributions were Hea- 
venrich's, Jacobsons, Montgomery Ward and Standard 
Furniture Exchange, Oral Hetherington of the SSCA don- 
ated a truck with which most of the necessary moving was 
accompolished by SSCA members, United Power furnis-

By nightfall on Saturday both families had received a 
ray of hope for the future and were settled in temporary

Last week after Jones' father took the nec- 
cessary cash and real estate pledges to the 
courthouse, a beardless jones, 34, was relea- 
sed on $25, 000 bond after serving four days 
of a two and a-half to three year sentence.

Cora Crosby 


The times are dark, black mothers. The 
flame of freedom has never shone in the ghet- 
tos of America where we are hidden away from 
life. And nothing moves there except fear. 

We are cut off--, separated--, from mankind, 

The black line encloses us -in a scarred ° 
and putrid hole. A spot that is so degrading 
and oppressive as to make our every breath 
torturous. And, to raise a voice in protest in- 
vites the wrath of the society that drew the 
black line and made the darkness and the fear, 

There are laws that say that none among us 
shall ever break the mental and emotional 
shackles placed upon us. No matter how hard 
they 
we strive, the brand they- place upon us is "Ne 
gro'' no matter what contributions we have ma- 
de to mankind, to America--, we are yet look- 
ed upon as non-beings; yesterday, our ances- 
tors; today, ourselves; tomorrow, our child- 
ren. 

Everywhere in America, life in the ghettos 
is possible and tolerable only if we evade the 
facts; only if we deny that we, too, are human 
beings. 

The education of our children is supervis- 
ed by those whose teaching warp their minds 
and souls through fear. And those of our own 
-who teach our children are even worse for 
they are the Uncle Tom ilk following orders 
to instill the fear and self-hatred, that preme- 
ats every facet of life in the ghetto. This is 
all they will ever know. 

Our situation is tragic, to say the least. 
We cannot move or think freely within the 
black line that encircles us. We are consid- 
ered inferior beings and we are denied liber- 
ties and equalities given white Americans, 

Our actions and thoughts are controlled; 
and we merely exist in the darkest part of 
America, never being allowed to know free- 
dom, 

We are an oppressed and weary people. 
We helped to build America, and we uncom-- 
plainingly help to defend her ideals; yet our 
reward has been and still is, that of exclus- 
ion and denial. 

In the ghetto, the beauty of America is ob- 
scured by the hate that has drawn the black 
line of discrimination and injustices, 

In the ghetto, the pressires are so very 
great, and strain and fear are mirrored in 
the faces of Our loved ones and neighbors, 

In the ghetto, the sun does not shine and 
the stench of degradation assails our senses 
from every quarter. Fear is the stench, and 
it is the shadow that stands between us and 
our fellow man, 

It is fear that made the ghetto that stifles 
and kills. It is fear that keeps us downtrod- 
den. It is fear that does not let us dream, 
that does not let us succeed, It is fear that 

made us "Negroes, " 

Black mothers, it is fear that makes us 
accept defeat. But, we cannot accept defeat, 


for our children's sakes, We owe them a 
better life than one full of fear,

Arthur Smith, Managing Editor of the Sag- 
inaw Afro-Herald has been re-scheduled to 
appear before Judge Mcdonald in Municipal 
Court, City Hall, Monday, February 5, 1968, 
at 10:30 A. M.. Smith is to be tried on a charge 
of Harrassing Conduct growing out of a con- 
frontation with several police officers and 
volunteer policemen in front of a local restau- 
rant on Lapeer Street. Smith says, ''on the 
night of December 12, the police and the posse 
(volunteers)invaded a ghetto restaurant seek- 
ing revenge for an officer who had been slain 
earlier in the day while investigating an arm- 
ed robbery. '' He stated further that his ar- 
rest came when he exchanged words with a 
policeman who pointed a shotgun at his head 
for no apparent reason. 

The trial, originally set for January 12th 
was postponed because police witnesses failed 
to show up in court.
